I've got a NC40 schematic. Between the xmit mixer and the MPF102 buffer is a 
5pF series cap, 150pF cap to ground, 50pF variable cap to ground, and an 
inductor to ground identified as L6. There is no value listed on the schem for 
the inductor. Does anyone know what value that inductor is? 


Another question. Configured as the above...is it a BPF, LPF or HPF? Is the 
filter to be made resonant at the xmit frequency or is it resonant at some 
other frequency? 


There is a similar filter in the 38special...a 22pF series cap, 100pF cap to 
ground, 5-60pF variable cap to ground, and a 1.8uH inductor to ground. 


I'd like to use a similar filter in a 20m transmitter I'm building but am not 
sure what values to use as these are dependent on the freq. If I get the freqs 
to shoot for I can back calculate the reactances and produce my filter.

My driveway is the OTHER end of the house! But yes, I AM aware of 
‘checking’ the mechanical stability of what I attach to! I've seen what 
you described! 


My only concern is that the power comes in on the same end of the house. 
My antenna will be WAY above the power, though, and not directly above 

it at all. In fact, if the dipole were to 'snap' at the chimney, I don't 
believe 

it could fall onto the wires other than under tension. The antenna will 
go 

off from the chimney ‘across' the house. The electrical service will be 
on 

the same ‘end wall', but will be over 10 feet below it, and about 10 feet 
to the side. I suppose it COULD fall on the wires, but only if the FAR 
end of the dipole were to snap and at the same time my ‘feed’ line of 
twinlead is somehow NOT under tension from it's own weight. 


Furthermore, my antenna is insulated (I did NOT use bare wire), and 

even the twinlead is insulated. Finally, my service entry is almost 
brand new (replaced with all new equipment about 4 years ago when 

I upgraded to a new 200amp service. (It's not a standard 200 amp 
service. It's called 'demand side servicing', and I'm under 'R-4', time 
of service billing. At times of the day, when the rate drops, my system 
actually draws 20Qamps from the pole at 220v to ‘charge up'. The 

system requires good quality clean power, and I have it. It also means 
I'm very confidant in the fact that my service feed is insulated 
correctly, 

even if my antenna were bare wire, which it isn't.)

Yours are probably similar to the 2N3819. I had a balanced pair of TIS88s I 
bought to use in an FET voltmeter, IIRC. 


You can work out the connections with a DVM. Once you find the gate, the 
source and drain are probably symmetrical.
